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The Clinton Library Building has a visibly open 
design that allows exhibits to use the natural 
illumination of daylight and shows spectac- 
ular views along the building's entire 
length. Thousands gathered to be 
the first to enter the Clinton 
Presidential Library on the first 
day the museum opened its doors 
to the public (below). The $165 
million glass-and-steel center will 
be the home to Clinton's library 
collection of more than 80 million 
presidential items. 
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He has taken part in jam sessions 
with some of the world's legendaiy 
jazz greats.

And on a cold and rainy day in Little 
Rock, AR, Bill Clinton-the man who 



endeared himself so much to African- 
Americans that he became known as 
"America's first Black president"-was 
back in his element, surrounded by some 
30,000 friends and well-wishers for the 
opening of the William Jefferson Clinton 
Libraiy and Museum. 

The library serves as Clinton's legacy 
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At a cost of $165 million (paid for 
through private donations) the center is 
the most expensive of the 11 presidential 
libraries. While the library is the center- 
piece of the 30-acre site, there is also an 
arboretum, amphitheater, gardens and a 
children's play area on the grounds locat- 
ed on the bank of the Ai^kansas River.

and also an account of America at the end 
of the 20th century. The five-story, 
152,000-square-foot library is supposed to 
symbolize "a bridge to the 21st century." 
The glass-and-steel building was designed 
by New York architect James Polshek. 

At the dedication ceremony, there was 
a festive-like atmosphere on the grounds 
of the center as people gathered for more 
than three hours in rain-soaked condi- 
tions to honor the nation's 42nd president.

The dedication capped off a week of 
private parties and receptions through- 
out the city, including a concert by 
Aretha Franklin.

"unsung heroes" of the Clinton adminis- 
tration. WGN-TV news anchor Allison 
Payne was the mistress of ceremony, 
with assistance from Lottie Shackelford, 
Clinton confidante and former mayor of 
Little Rock.

Among the thousands who attended the opening 
ceremonies were such notables as attorney 
Vernon Jordan; baseball legend Willie Mays; 
Robert Johnson, owner of the Charlotte Bobcats, 
and actress Holly Robinson Peete and her moth- 
er, Dolores Robinson. 

music executive Clarence Avant, who 
raised more than $1 million for Clinton's 
first presidential campaign. 

The Rev. Jesse Jackson (whose 
daughter Santita Jackson sang earlier in 
the program), along with former Trans- 
portation Secretary Rodney Slater and 
several members of the Little Rock Nine, 
took the stage with Clinton, who told the 
crowd inside the local exhibition center 
that Blacks "gave me a chance to be gov- 
ernor, then I became president. We don't 
need diversity, we need unity. We share a 
piece of ground, a city and a nation." 

Clinton employed a record number of 
Blacks in the White House during his 
tenure as president. Betty Currie, Clin- 
ton's personal secretary, attended the 
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library opening, as did Alexis Herman 
(Labor Secretary) and Rita Dove, the 
first Black U.S. poet laureate, who deliv- 
ered a poem at the beginning of the 
library dedication. 

Many Black celebrities were spotted 
around town as well. Actresses Alfre 
Woodard and Holly Robinson Peete were 
there, as were actors Morgan Freeman 
and Chris Tucker, who called Clinton 
"the greatest president who ever lived." 
Atty. Vernon Jordan, baseball stars Willie 
Mays and Hank Aaron and Charlotte 
Bobcats owner Robert Johnson also 
were among the notables who attended 
the dedication. 

In addition, a day before the grand 



opening, the Rev. Jesse Jackson visited 
historic Central High School in an effort 
to draw attention to the neglect of the 
school and the surrounding neighbor- 
hood. "Visitors will come to Little Rock to 
see two things," he said. "The Clinton 
Library and Central High School (the 
place where the Little Rock Nine's his- 
toric fight for desegregation unfolded in 
1957)...It's the unfinished business of our 
struggle." 

Part of the dedication ceremony 
included performances by the African 
Drum Ballet and the Philander Smith 
Collegiate Choir. The Rev Floyd Flake, 
former congressman and current pastor 
of Greater Allen Cathedral in New York, 
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gave the invocation. There were 
also testimonials from everyday 
people who benefited from Clin- 
ton's policies. 

It was the first time four 
presidents were on the same 
stage at the same time. Former 
presidents George H.W. Bush 
and Jimmy Carter, and Presi- 
dent George H. Bush joined 
more than 100 members of 
Congress and numerous for- 
eign dignitaries to honor Clin- 
ton, who chose Little Rock as 
the site of his library as a way 
"to give back to the city that 
gave me so much... I thought I 
owed it to my native state, with- 
out which I would not have 
become president." 

During his 20-minute speech, 

l2~ 
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Clinton, still recovering from bypass 
heart surgery, told the cheering crowd 
what the library meant to him. "What it is 
to me is the symbol of not only what I 
tried to do, but what I wanted to do with 
the rest of my life," he said. "Building 
bridges from yesterday to tomorrow, 
building bridges across racial and reli- 
gious and ethical and income and political 
divides." 

President Bush and former presidents 
Carter and George H.W. Bush, who was 
beaten by Clinton in 1992, all praised Clin- 
ton for his time in office. "At the end of a 
very difficult political year, more difficult 
for some of us than others, it is valuable 
for the world to see two Democrats and 
two Republicans assembled together all 
honoring the great nation that has per- 
mitted us to serve," Carter told the crowd. 
"We are truly grateful to you." 

Clinton was governor of Arkansas for 
nearly 12 years, and served two terms as 
president. 

All of Clinton's historic accomplish- 
ments during his two terms are docu- 
mented in the library, where there are 
some 80 million pages of documents, 
some open to public inspection, others 
under lock and key, not to be unsealed 
until at least 2006. Inside the facility are 
80,000 artifacts (many gifts that Clinton 
received while president), 21 million e- 
mails and 2 million photographs. 

The University of Arkansas already 
named its School of Public Service after 
Clinton. The school, housed in a red- 
brick historic railway station on the 
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grounds of the presidential center, 
expects to enroll its initial class next 
school year. 

Inside the entrance of the building is 
a black 1993 Cadillac limousine that was 
used by Clinton during his administra- 
tion. The second floor features an 80- 
seat theater that will show films and a 
220-seat great hall. There is also a full- 
scale replica of the White House Cabi- 
net Room, complete with interactive 
media stations where visitors can listen 
to actual conversations held by the Clin- 
ton administration on such topics as 
Kosovo and Bosnia. 

The second floor includes 16 themat- 
ic alcoves, highlighting various domestic 
and foreign policy efforts and achieve- 
ments during the eight years Clinton was 
in office. 

► Aretha Franklin. The Queen of Soul, performed 
a concert for a standing-room-only crowd at the 
local performing arts center. 
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The centerpiece of the third floor is a 
full-scale replica of the White House Oval 
Office. Every detail of the president's off- 
ice has been reproduced, even the photos 
that lined his desk during his presidency.

the personal life of the president and his 
family. The exhibits follow Clinton's child- 
hood in Arkansas, his experiences at col- 
lege and his time as Arkansas governor. 
Displays include first lady Hillary Rod- 
ham Clinton's inaugural gown and a full 
table setting for a State Dinner. Among 
the interesting photos is a picture from 
Clinton's 1991 appearance on the "Arsenic 
Hall Show," where Clinton donned sun- 
glasses and played the saxophone. There 
are also photos of Nelson Mandela, as well 



as photos of Clinton's visit to Africa. The 
top floor is a 2,000-square-foot executive 
residence where Clinton will live about a 
week out of each month, when he's not at 
his main New York residence. 

It is estimated that more than 300,000 
people a year will visit the center, includ- 
ing the gift shop and cafe, all of which will 
have an $8 to $17 million impact to the 
Arkansas economy.

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December 7, 1941- 

Dorie Miller, a mess man on the USS West 
Virginia, took control of a .50 caliber Browning 
anti-aircraft machine gun aboard the ship during 
a surprise attack on Pearl Harbor and destroyed 
four enemy planes on this day. Miller was work- 
ing aboard the ship when the alarm for general 
quarters sounded. He headed for his battle anti- 
aircraft battery station, only to discover that tor- 
pedo damage had wrecked it, so he went on 
deck. Miller, who was the boxing champion for 
the ship, went to man a machine gun (a weapon 
he had not been trained to operate) and fired 
until he ran out of bullets and was ordered to 
abandon the ship. The Waco, TX, native later became the first Black awarded the 
Navy Cross Medal for gallantry. Miller was later assigned to the carrier USS Lip- 
combe Bay, which tragically was sunk by a Japanese submarine on November 23, 
1943, with most of its crew aboard, including Miller. 

December 9, 1971- 

Bill Pickett, cowboy, became the first Black 
inducted to the Rodeo Hall of Fame in Oklahoma 
City on this day. A native of Travis County, TX, 
Pickett, born to former slaves on December 5, 
1870, was the second of 13 children. Pickett start- 
ed his career as a cowboy with only a fifth grade 
education. He is credited with inventing "bulldog- 
ging" (a popular event in rodeos) when a bull 
escaped at a rodeo and was running wild and he 
was attempting to keep the bull from charging 
the crowd. Over time his roping, riding and bull- 
dogging skills earned him a legendary reputation 
at Wild West shows that toured through out the 
U.S., Canada, Mexico, South America and Eng- 
land. Pickett died April 2, 1932, from injuries he 
suffered after he was kicked by a horse. The Bill 
Pickett Invitational Rodeo tours annually in his 
honor. A painting of the famous Black cowboy was presented last year to the 
Oklahoma Senate to be displayed along with other historical paintings in the 
state's Capitol. 





How To Know When To Be A Parent Or 

Friend To Your Child 



According to a recent survey of 1,000 
parents and their kids by Synovate, 
a market research firm, 43 percent of 
parents say they want to be their child's 
best friend, while 40 percent would buy 
their children everything they wanted if 
they could. 

Being a friend to your child is one 
way to sidestep the conflict, responsibil- 
ity and pains of parenting, but is it a suc- 
cessful way to raise children? How do 
you know when to be a parent or a Mend 
to your child?

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"Your role on this 
earth is not to be your 
child's friend, but to be her parent. I'm 
not suggesting that the relationship 
between [parents and children] be adver- 
sarial, but rather that there are clear 



lines about who's in charge," says Judge 
Glenda A. Hatchett of the nationally syn- 
dicated television show "Judge Hatchett." 

Hatchett, who is also author of the 
best-selling parenting book Say What 
You Mean and Mean What You Say!: 7 
Simple Strategies to Help Our Children 
Along the Path to Purpose and Possibility 
(Harper Collins $22.95), states that a good 
sign that you need to be more of a parent 
is when you and the kids always think alika 
"Parents have to check [themselves], 
because if your kids agree with every- 
thing you're saying maybe you are unre- 
alistic about the standards 
you are setting for your 
kids," she says. 

According to Hatchett 
the pendulum of parenting 
has swung to the extreme 
because some next-gener- 
ation parents don't want to 
raise their children like 
they were raised. 

"You know a lot of us 
had strict parents, and so 
parents are saying they are 
not going to be strict with 
their kids. So some parents don't make 
their children do chores because they 
hated having chores so much when they 
were kids. I think that's ridiculous! They 
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Kids who are physically active are a step ahead when it comes 
to their health. They feel better about themselves, too. It's easy 
to get them moving. How about a family fun run? Hey, even 
walking the dog counts. Get your kids active. Get the whole 
family to join in. Remember, active means healthy. What could 
be simpler? 
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give their kids allowances, but it's not tied 
to responsibility in earning it." - " 
She continues: "Kids are designed to 
try you [as a parent] and you've got to 
set the guidelines, because if you don't 
set the parameters.-.when they get in 
the world and have to live by a certain 
set of rules and expectations, they get 
knocked on their [rear] and end up in 
court, or they can't keep a job because

they can't understand 
they have to be there at 
9 a.m." ..^ 

Hatchett warns that 
when parents try to be 
friends to their kids it 
sends confusing signals, because when 
the kids do something wrong and they 
have to enforce punishment, their child is 
not going to understand the role change. 
"And it's important for parents to be con- 
sistent in their roles." 

"My role on this earth is to not be a 
friend to my children, but be their moth- 
er and build a positive, loving, support- 
ive and nurturing relationship," states 
Hatchett. "My role is very clear; as a par- 
ent, I'm the one who is in charge." 

Sociologist, author and motivation- 




al speaker Bertice Berry, Ph.D., says 
that if you're not teaching your children 
respect and responsibility, there's a 
good chance you're being a friend and 
not a parent. 

"With my friends, I don't correct 
them. I don't encourage them sternly," 
states Berry, who added that you don't 
correct your friends like you do your 
children, otherwise you won't have any 
friends, and parents have 
to correct their child's 
behavior. 

"As a sociologist and a 
parent, one of my concerns 
early on was for my chil- 
dren to have more than I 
had, but to have the same 
respect and responsibility 
that I had when I had noth- 
I ing. To whom much is giv- 
en, much is required. So 
I've explained to my chil- 
dren early on that you've 
been given a lot, so it 
requires a lot. So if they ask for some- 
thing, they have to do more to get it, to 
maintain it and to appreciate it." 

Berry says that parents playing the 
friend to their children and getting them 
everything they want isn't really helpful, 
because it could give them a sense of 
entitlement, which leads to "arrogance 
and wrath" when they go into the world 
without any survival skills. "God doesn't 
give us everything we ask for because we 
can't handle it (indeed, it could kill us)." 
"Part of the reason I think we're try-

ing to be Mends instead of parents is that 
we don't have enough people in our lives 
to help out," Berry explains. "My kids 
may go tell auntie what they won't tell 
me... I don't mind because if she cares 
about my children, she will tell me. It 
really does take a village. 

"The biggest danger in our society 
is not so much, a single-headed house- 
hold, but the lack of an extended fami- 
ly. Because when you have an extend- 
ed family, you can be a parent because 
you know auntie is going to 
be aunt, and grandma is 
going to be grandma, then 
you don't have to play so 
many roles..." 

Joe Clark, a former Army 
drill instructor, prison war- 
den and high school princi- 
pal recognized for his suc- 
cess in reforming troubled 
high school students and 
who was the subject of the 
film Lean On Me, says that 
part of the reason parents 
are trying to be friends to their kids is 
that children born to young mothers, 
not yet experienced in life themselves, 
has changed the societal landscape of 
parenting. 

"We are in an era where values and 
morals have [led to] a proclivity of chil- 
dren raising children... then young grand- 
mothers... whose behavior is very simi- 
lar to the children they have...they try 
to do the same things and be part of the 
things that their children are doing 



because they are near their age range... 
but it can lead to turmoil, confusion and 
rage. In my generation this simply did 
not exist." 

He continues: "As it relates to inter- 
personal relationships between parents 
and their progeny...it is my unswerving 
opinion that parents need to be parents 
and children to be children. Parents are 
there to give them leadership, guid- 
ance, protection and support to enable 
them to be achievers in this society."

Clark says that 
friendship should be a 
subdivision of parent- 
ing; it cannot be a separate entity. 

"I've become pretty much absorbed 
with anger and wrath, when I see parents 
separating from their primary role and 
supplementing it in lieu of being a Mend," 
according to Clark, who adds that "chil- 
dren need leadership, firmness and fair- 
ness, otherwise it can be catastrophic." 

"It's rather fatuous. That type of rela- 
tionship can lead to conflict and becomes 
a rendezvous with oblivion."

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Artest Banned For Season After Punching Fans In 
One Of The Worst On Court Brawls In NBA History 



Following the recent melee that in- 
volved fans and NBA players dur- 
ing the Indiana Pacers and the Detroit 
Pistons game, the NBA issued the 
harshest penalties in its history by ban- 
ning nine players for more than 140 
games. The Pacers' Ron Artest was sus- 
pended for the rest of the season, the 
strongest penalty ever levied for a fight 
during a game. 

"We have to make the point that 
there are boundaries in our games," 
said NBA commissioner David Stern. 
"One of our boundaries, that have 
always been immutable, is the bound- 
ary that separate the fans from the 
court. Players cannot lose control and 
move into the stands." 

At Jet press time. Players Union 
director Billy Hunter called the penal- 
ties excessive and said an appeal would 
be filed. 

Indiana's Stephen Jackson was sus- 
pended for 30 games and Jermaine 
O'Neal for 25. Detroit's Ben Wallace, 
whose shove of Artest after a foul led to 
the 5-minute fracas, drew a six-game 
ban, while Pacers guard Anthony John-

son was suspended for five games. 

Four players-Indiana's Reggie Miller, 
and Detroit's Chauncey Billups, Elden 
Campbell and Derrick Coleman-were 
suspended one game apiece for leaving 
the bench during the initial fight. All of 
the suspensions are without pay. 

Artest will lose approximately $5 mil- 
lion in salary. "I respect David Stern, but 
I don't think that he has been fair with me 
in this situation," Artest said after he also 
expressed his regrets. 

The ruckus began after Wallace deliv- 
ered a hard, two-handed shove to Artest 
after Wallace was fouled on a drive to the 
basket with 45.9 seconds remaining. 
Artest retreated to the scorer's table after 
Wallace sent him reeling backward. But 
when a fan tossed a cup at Artest, he 
stormed into the stands, throwing punch- 
es as he climbed over seats. 

Jackson then bolted into the stands 
near center court, throwing punches at 



fans after debris was tossed at the play- 
ers. Later, fans who came onto the court 
were punched in the face by Artest and 
O'Neal. Players who entered the stands 
and tried to act as peacemakers were not 
penalized. Nine people were treated for 
injuries, and police are investigating pos- 
sible criminal charges. The referees 
called off the rest of the game. 

Artest's penalty was the most severe 
because of his checkered history. He was 
benched for two games last month for 
asking Pacers coach Rick Carlisle for time 
off because of a busy schedule that includ- 
ed promoting a rap album. 

Artest was suspended twice by the 
NBA last season, once for leaving the 
bench during a fracas at a Pacers-Celtics 
playoff game and the other for elbowing 
Portland's Derek Anderson. During the 
2002-03 season, Artest was suspended 
five times by the NBA and once by the 
Pacers for a total of 12 games.

For Alicia Keys, 2004 has been one of 
the most phenomenal years of her 
young life. She picked up music awards, 
wrote a well-received book of poetry and 
toured with her hot-selling second CD 
The Diary of Alicia Keys. 

There was no sophomore jinx for her. 
Sure, her 2001 debut album Songs In A 
Minor was one of the biggest selling of the 
year with more than 10 million copies 
sold and brought her numerous Grammy 
Awards. But, her unique creativity and 
love of the written word helped propel 
The Diary of Alicia Keys to the top of the 
music charts. It has sold more than 3 mil- 
lion copies. 

Keys, 23, reflected on the events that 
led to the release of the album in late 
2003 and the pressure that all the 
acclaim brought her: "It hasn't been that 
hard dealing with all that's happened 
because I'm really a pretty simple lady 
and most important, I keep the people 
who've been around me for years around 
me now. That keeps me very focused. I'm 
blessed with a family and a good circle of 
positive people who help me keep per- 
spective. If I believed the hype, I would 
never have been able to make an album!" 

But, she was comfortable with her 
natural skills and instincts. And she has 
a warm and soothing ability to connect 
with fans of all ages. 

Alicia Keys has been the toast of the music 
industry since her auspicious 2001 debut CD 
Songs In A Minor. Three years later, Keys' star is 
shining even brighter with numerous accolades, 
successful tours and a new poetry book. 



A testament to the native New York- 
er's relationship with fans was the super 
successful tour she embarked on with 
other music legends Beyonce and Missy 
Elliott. The trio traveled the country on 
the Ladies First Tour. The sold-out criss- 
crossing of the country was Keys' first 
national effort since 2001. 

The tour, one of the first featuring so 
many prominent women, was not Keys' 
only of the year. She also traveled inter- 
nationally, wowing crowds and selling out 
venues every where she went. In Copen- 
hagen, Denmark, Keys was the first pop 
singer ever to perform at that city's his- 
toric, 18th century Royal Theater. Tick- 
ets to that event sold out in 16 minutes.

She also performed at the foot of 
the Great Wall of China. She sang 
eight songs on the stage next to one 
of the wall's massive gatehouses. 

"Thanks for having me at the 
Great Wall," she told the cheering 
crowd. 

The singer/songwriter/pianist 
chronicled her world travels by writ- 
ing her impressions for the New York 
Daily News. She wrote her travel 
reports every few weeks and filed 
several articles for the paper. 

"She brings a good perspective," 
said Daily News Travel Editor 
Michelle Leifer. "She's not jaded and 
is very youthful. She's seeing a lot of 
things for the first time." 

Her writing is not limited to 
songs and travel stories. Earlier this 
year, Keys wrote Tears For Water, a com- 
pilation of poems and lyrics inspired by 
her life experiences.

pain, my happiness, my joy, my frustra- 
tion and my confusion. And I drink them 
for water to be nourished and to survive 
in a way." 

She does far more than survive. She 
has thrived by touching fans with her 
piano mastery, words and melodious 
voice. 

Reflecting on the album, she noted: 
"My music doesn't have a beginning or 
end. It's continuous. I didn't stop writing 
after the first album came out and every- 
thing I wrote since came from the expe- 
riences of my life, of being on the road, 




traveling, dealing with different situa- 
tions. Once I got to the studio, I began 
to let those things out of me. By the 
time I did start thinking about how I 
wanted the new album to be, I had so 
many songs. You see, I don't put myself 
in any kind of box; I speak freely with 
my music. I knew that the second 
album would naturally be different 
from the first one because of all the 
growing I did during the past three 
years." 

The CD spawned an almost imme- 
diate hit. You Don't Know My Name, a 
song she co-produced with Kanye West, 
and the popular singles If I Ain't Got 
You and Diary.

You Don 't Know My Name is a throw- 
back to the music of the '60s and '70s and 
samples some material from the '70s hit 
group, The Main Ingredient. "The song is 
based on real-life experiences," she said. 
Other tracks include Nobody Not Really, 
Feeling U, Feeling Me and Karma. 

Her efforts yielded not only sold-out 
venues and multimillion record sales, but 
acclaim and awards. Keys received the 
NAACP Image Award in 2004 as Best 
Female Artist. She also won the best 
female artist at the MTV European 
Video awards in Rome. 
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Keys is loved everywhere. In 
June, she performed at the 
Royal Theater in 
Copenhagen, Denmark. It 
doesn't normally host pop 
music events, but broke tra- 
dition for her. 



Keys also uses her fame to 
help others. She recently hosted 
The Pusher's Ball, a benefit gala 
in New York held on World AIDS 
Day. It raised funds for Keep A 
Child Alive, a charity that pro- 
vides treatment to children with 
HIV/AIDS in Africa. 

In the near-future she is 
expected to embrace movie and 
television roles. Emotional per- 
formances in videos has helped 
prepare her for that transition. 
But, for now. Keys is content 
exploring and enjoying her life- 
long love of music.
